LITTLE ROCK — A tentative net 


rate of 45 cents per 1,000 cubic fcot, 
graduated downward 
according to 


amount consumed, was approved ten- 
tatively Monday for five southwest 
Arkansas towns by the State Utilities 
Commission in granting the Louisiana- 
Nevada Transit Company of Ada, 
Okla., authority to serve those towns 
with natural gas. 


Chairman Thomas Fitzhugh of the 


commission said the rate was the 
lowest in the state, with the except- 
ion of Fort Smith and several other 
western Arkansas towns that are close 
to gas fields. 


The Sliding Scale 


The first 10,000 cubic feet would 


be sold at 45 cents per cubic foot 
and the next 10,000 for 40 cent. For 
the next 30,000 feet the rate would 
be 35 cents and 30 cents for all gas 
used in excess of 50,000 cubic feet. 
The minimum bill would be 90 cents 
a month, including 2,000 cubic feet.

paid and the state had no claim on 
it. Testimony was that, the invoices 
invariably were made out to persons 
with addresses in wet 'territory. 


"If you find the acts of Toland 


were taken under his understand- 
ing of the law, and he acted on the 
advice of counsel and in good faith, 
you should find him not guilty," 
Judge Ragon said.
